The minutes of the December meeting 
were read and approved as printed. 


The Traffic Engineer reported that due 
to the extreme winter weather conditions, 
it had been impossible to conduct traffic 
counts on Cedar and Center Street as re 
quested at the last meeting of the Com- 
mission. As soon as the streets are in 
peer condition, these two counts will be 
made. 


The Commission considered the petition 
to have parking restrictions in the 1600 
and 1700 blocks of Martin Street. 


It was moved and supported that park- 
ing be restricted to two hours on the east 
side of Martin Street in the 1600 and 1700 
blocks and that no restrictions be placed 
Me the west side of the street in these two 

ocks. 


Carried. 


The Commission considered the request 
of Wagenvoord & Company for a parking 
space for their pick-up delivery truck at 
420 N. Grand Avenue. At the present 
time there is a one-hour parking limit in 
the 400 block of N. Grand Avenue and it 
was the opinion of the Commission that if 
this time limit was enforced by the Police 
Department there would be sufficient room 
on the street to permit the parking of the 
above company’s truck in front of their 
place of business. 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation to this effect be made to 
the City Council. 


Carried. 


The Commission considered the request 
of the Spalding Research Laboratories for 
a “No Parking’? zone for two cars in 
front of their place of business at 2312-14 
East Michigan Avenue. It was the opinion 
of the Commission that parking in this 
block was not of sufficient density to war- 
rant the creation of a no parking zone. 


It was moved and supported that a 
recommendation of this nature be made to 
the City Council. 


Carried. 


Commissioner Graham suggested that the 
‘Driveway’ signs in the 300 block of South 
Capitol Ave., just south of Washtenaw St., 
be removed as this was not classed as use- 
able driveway. 


The meeing adjourned at 1:30 P.M.

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were approved as printed. 


A representative of the Capitol Roofing 
and Insulating Company appeared before 
the Commission explaining their need for 
a ‘No Parking’’ zone on the east side of 
Cedar Street from Michigan Avenue north 
to the Rose News Agency. It was moved 
and supported that this request be investi- 
gated further by Sgt. Warner and Mr. 
Anger and a report submitted to the Traf- 
fic Commission. 


Carried. 


A communication was received from the 
UAW-CIO Council asking that a traffic 
light be installed at the intersection of 
South Washington Avenue and South 
Street. A petition was also filed by Com- 
missioner Wilcox, covering this same re- 
quest. It was moved and supported that 
the Traffic Engineer make a study of traf- 
fic at this intersection and file a report of 
his study with the Commission. 


Carried.

Commissioner Beck suggested the need 
for additional protection at the East Michi- 
gan Avenue crossing of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad and it was moved and sup- 
ported that a letter be sent to the City 
Council calling their attention to the neces- 
siy for additional protection at this cross- 
ing. 


A communication was received from Hub- 
bard & McCullough, attorneys .for the 
Savant Dry Cleaners, asking that parking 
in front of 1116-1124 East Michigan Ave- 
nue be restricted to 15 minutes. The re- 
quest is made due to the excessive parking 
in this block which does not permit custo- 
mers of the above concern to park at the 
curb in front of their store. Since there 
is already a one-hour parking restriction 
in this block, it was suggested to Set. 
Warner that this restriction be enforced to 
see if. it would not clear up the excessive 
all-day parking. 


The Traffic Engineer presented a pro- 
posed budget for the Traffic Commission in 
the amount of $33,186.00 for the fiscal 
year beginning May 1, 1945. The budget 
was approved as presented with the ex- 
ception of the item for $11,000.00 for new 
traffic signal installations. Upon the mo- 
tion of Commissioner Beck, it was moved 
and supported that this item be stricken 
from the budget and proposed to the Ways 
and Means Committee of the City Council 
as a separate item which could be allowed 
in such amount as the Ways and Means 
Committee saw fit to allow.

The Traffic Engineer submitted a report 
on the request for a traffic signal at 
Washington Avenue and South Street. It 
was moved and supported that no signal 
be erected at this location at the present 
time and. that the traffic be regulated, if 
necessary, at the peak hours of 4 P.M. 
to 6 P.M. by a police officer. 


The Traffic Commission considered the 
reqeust of Alderman Hungerford for a two- 
hour parking restriction in the 1700 and 
1800 block of Herbert Street. The Traffic 
Engineer was instructed to make a sur- 
vey of additional parking restrictions need- 


ed in this area and report back to the 
Commission. 


The Traffic Commission considered the 
request of Alderman Brown that a Stop 
Sign be installed on High Street at its in- 
tersection with East High Street. The 
Commission approved the recommenda- 
tion of the Traffic Engineer that a painted 
centerline at this particular location would 
assist in guiding traffic around the curve 
and eliminate the necessity of stopping 
traffic. It was moved and supported that 
this recommendation be carried out. 


The Commission considered the request 
of the Novo Engine Company that the two- 
hour parking limit on Case Street between 
Grand River Avenue and Porter Street be 
removed. It was moved and supported that 
no action be taken on this request except 
with the approval of the two First Ward 
Aldermen, 


The Traffic Engineer reported to the 
Commission that satisfactory progress was 
being made through the State Highway 
Department for additional protection at 
the railroad crossings on East Michigan 
Avenue; East Grand River Avenue, and 
North Larch Street.

He suggested that special pavement mark- 
ings be applied at this intersection as has 
been done at a few other hazardous loca- 
tions and which has tended to materially 
reduce the number of accidents. It was 
moved and supported that the Traffic En- 
gineer proceed with these markings and 
also conduct a traffic count at this inter- 
section.

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were approved as printed. 


Mr. Harold Lillie, Manager and Direc- 
tor of the Lansing Safety Council, appear- 
ed before the Commission to discuss the 
advisability of prohibiting right-hand turns 
on Washington Avenue at the intersections 
of Michigan Avenue, Allegan Street and 
Washtenaw Street. He stated, that in his 
opinion, such a _ regulation would assist 
materially in pedestrian safety’ at these 
intersections. After some discussion, it 
was moved by Commissioner Beck that Sgt. 
Warner and Mr. Anger confer with Mr. 
George Clark, President of the Merchants’ 
Asociation, to obtain from him the reaction 
of the association to such a regulation. 


It was moved by Commissioner Ecker 
that the area on Michigan Avenue, between 
the City Hall Annex and the Y.M.C.A. 
building, be set aside by the City Council 
as a parking space for bicycles ridden into 
the downtown area and that suitable racks 


be constructed, at city expense, and placed 
at this location for the storage of these 
bicycles. 


Carried. 


Mr. George Browder, of the Greyhound 
Bus Line Company, appeared before the 
Commission and explained the congestion 
which js occurring in the 100 block of 
South Grand Avenue, especially on Sun- 
day evenings due to the large number cf 
busses coming into the terminal around 
8 P.M. and asked that some steps be taken 
to provide more parking spaces for these 
busses so as to avoid the necessity of 
double parking. Mr. Browder said that 
he was writing a letter to the City Council 
on this matter and the Commission believ- 
ed no action should be taken until the re- 
quest was formally turned over to them 
by the City Council. 


Mr. Charles VanKeuren of 534 Cherry 
Street appeared beforé the Commission 
protesting the heavy trucking over Cherry 
Street which is the official designated truck 
route of US-27 and M-78. Mr. VanKeuren 
stated that considerable damage had been 
done to his dwelling due to these heavy 
trucks and that other residents on this 
street had complained likewise. The Com- 
mission recommended that Mr. Anger con- 
sult with the State Highway Department 
to determine what measures could be taken 
to remedy this condition. 


The meeting adjourned at 2:40 P.M.

The matter of congestion in the 100 
block of South Grand Avenue was dis- 
cussed and it was the opinion of, the Com- 
mission that a great deal could not be 
done to relieve this congestion until such 
time as a new bus terminal was erected 
and the use of the street by the large 
busses was done away with. 


Commissioner Graham stated that he 
had introduced a resolution in the Council 
notifying all bus companies operating in 
this city that one year after the close of 
the war the use of streets for loading 
facilities would be discontinued. 


The Traffic Engineer reported on the de- 
sirability of constructing a new paint shop, 
since the present location could not be used 
when construction of the new Central Fire 
Station would be done on the old city 
markét site. It was suggested that the 
Traffic Engineer check up on the available 
city owned property on which such a build- 
ing could be located and report back to 
the Commission, at the August meeting, on 
his findings. 


The Commission took under consideration 
the offer of the Advance Realty Company 
to sell a parcel of property in the 100 
block of East Washtenaw Street for use as 
a Municipal parking lot. It was the opin- 
ion of the Commission that the lot was not 


of sufficient size for a suitable parking lot 
but that a portion of the lot could be used 
to open the alley between Washtenaw and 
Kalamazoo Streets which is now blocked. 
It was moved and supported that a letter 
be sent to the Advance Realty Company 
acknowledging the receipt of the offer. 


,Carried, 


The Commission considered the sugges- 
tion that the traffic control: at Allegan 
Street and Grand Avenue be changed so 
that traffic on Grand Avenue would Stop 
for Allegan which is the opposite of the 
present regulation. It was pointed out by 
the Traffic Engineer that this would defeat 
the original purpose of establishing Grand 
Avenue as a through Street and that the 
present stopping of cars on Allegan Street 
did not interfere with the moving of Fire 
Department apparatus. 


It was moved and supported that no ac- 
tion be taken at the present time. 


Carried. 


The Commission consideréd the resolution 
of Alderman Coller for a taxi-stand for 
three vehicles on Center Street, north of the 
Digby Hotel. 


It was moved and supported that a zone 
be provided for two cabs and that a letter 
of recommendation be sent to the City 
Council. 


Carried. 


The Commission considered a petition re- 
ferred to them by the City Council for a 
traffic light at Cedar Street and Grean- 
lawn Avenue. The Traffic Engineer ex- 
plained that some work had been done for 
proper speed control on Cedar Street in 
conjunction with the Michigan State High- 
way Department. 


It was moved and supported that the 
matter be taken up by Mr. Anger with the 
State Highway Department for further con- 
sideration. ; 


Carried. 
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The Commission considered the resolution 
of Alderman Brown for a two-hour time 
limit on Clark Street between Grand River 
Avenue and Sheridan Street. 


It was moved and supported that a letter 
be forwarded to the Lansing Engineering 
Company, whose employees park their cars 
on Clark Street, asking them to use the 
lot in the rear of their plant for parking 
instead of the street. If this does not cor- 
rect the eondition then a parking time 
limit would be in order. 


Carried. 
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The Commission diseussed the resolution 
of Alderman W. R. C. Smith that a study 
be made of the timing on the traffic lights 
in the downtown area. After some dis-~ 
eussion, it was recommended that no radi- 
cal changes be made in the timing but the 
Traffic Engineer was instructed to paint 
pedestrian islands at the intersection of 
Michigan and Washington Avenues.

A letter was received from the Michigan 
Cab Company relative to the loading of 
their cabs at their central dispatch stand 
at Allegan and Washington Avenue. Set. 
Warner recommended that the curb at the 
southeast corner of Allegan Street and 
Washington Avenue be painted yellow for 
about 8 feet east of the sidewalk line so 
that cabs backing away from the curb 
would not endanger pedestrians crossing 
Allegan Street at this point. 


The Commission instructed the Traffic 
Engineer to do this work and advise the 
phionn Cab Company the reason there- 
ore. 


Commissioner Wilcox advised the Com- 
mission that he was soon moving out of 
the city and would theerfore be unable to 
fulfill his position as a member of the 
Traffic Commission.
